APOLOGIZES FOR FAULTS 


Says Advisers Deceived Him and 
Cheated the People Be- 
hind His Back. 


OUSTS NOBLES FROM CABINET 


PEKING, Oct. 80.—The demané of the na- 
tional assembly for a complete constitutional 
government has been acceded to by the 
throne. An imperial edict was issued today 
apologizing for the past neglect of the throne 
and granting an immediate constitution, with 
a cabinet from which nobles shall de ex- 
cluded, ; 

A second edict grants pardon to political 
offenders connected with the revolution of 
1808 and subsequent revolutions and to those 
compelled to join in the present rebellion. 

The imperial edict, which is from the hand 
of the emperor, Hsuan-Tung, says: 

have reigned three years and have 
always acted conscientiously in the inter- 
ests of the people. But I have not em- 
ployed men properly, as I am without po- 
‘litical skill. I have employed too many 
‘nobles in political positions, which con- 
tra venes constitutionalism. 
on railway matters one whom I trust - 
ed deceived me. Hence public opinion 
‘was antagonized. When I urge reform, 
Officials and the gentry seize the oppor- 
tunity to embezzle. Much of the people's 


the people has been achieved.

After referring to uprisings in various 
places, the edict continues: 

“The whole empire is seething. The 
spirtts of our nine deceased emperors are 

unable to enjoy the sacrifices properly, 
while it is feared that the people will 
suffer grievously. 

All these things are my own fault, and 
I hereby announce to the worlé that I 
swear to reform, and, with our soldiers 
and people, to carry out the constitution 
faithfully, modifying legtslation, promot- 
ing the interests of the people, and abol-. 
ishing their hardships all in accordance 
with their wishes and interests. 

“The old laws that are unsuitable will 
be abolished. The union of the Manchus 
and Chinese mentioned by the late em- 
peror, I shall carry out now. 

“The grievances in the provinces of 
Hunan and Hu-Peh, though precipitated 
by the soldiers, were caused by Jui Cheng. 
However, I blame onty myself because I 
trusted and appreciated him mistakenly. 
Now our finances and our diplomaey have 
reached the lowest apparent level, but 
I fear that they will fall farther still. 

* Even if all unite I still fear that we 
may fall. If the empire’s subjects do 
not regard and do not honor fate, and are 
easily misled by outlaws, then the future 
of China is unthinkable. I am most 
anxious day and night. My only hope 
is that my subjects will thoroughly un- 
derstand.” 


The throne promises to organize forthwith 
a cabinet without nobles. The Manchu 
prince, Shih Hsu, president of the assembly. 
is permitted to resign, the Chinese, Li Chia- 
Chu, succeeding him. The Manchu, Kuei- 
Chun, minister of constabulary, has been re- 
moved, and the Chinese, Chao Ping-Chun, 
supersedes him. 

The lines around Peking are tightening. 
While there is no great panic among the 
higher classes and the foreigners, there has 
been a perceptible increase of tension every- 
where. The legation quarter is preparing for 
emergencies, and in some cases temporary 
fortifications have been Wes of bags of 
sand. 

Strong detachments of trode guard the 
palace and the gates of the city, but while 
the throne has made haste to comply with 
the demands of the 20,000 soldiers of the 
Third and Twentieth divisions and the Sec- 
cnd mixed brigade, com the second 
imperial army for the Yang- campaign, 
which were presented by the national assem- 
bly, ſt cannot be said that Peking is yet safe 
from attack.

Investigation of Policemai

Arthur Bisonette, Chicago policeman, who 
died unexpectedly at Mercy hospital last 
Thursday, is now known to have been in- 
volved in at least two love affairs and the 
authorities are at @ loss where to seek a 


solution of the 
death. 

Mrs. Louise Vermilya, with whom he board- 
ed at 415 East Twenty-ninth street, was 
summoned to the Twenty-second street po- 
lice station last night. After three hours of 
questioning she convinced Capt. Harding 
that she could not solve the puzzle. The 
widow acoounted for four other deaths to the 
satisfaction of the police official, parted com- 
pany with the captain in good humor, and 
promised to return for further examination 
any time she is sent for. 

While the police official will continue in- 
terviewing other acquaintances of the dead 
policeman, physicians will hasten a chemical 
analysis of the dead man’s organs in a search 
for poison. If poison is found, Coroner Hoff. 
man says he will order the exhumation of 
others who died in the woman’s home. 

Mrs. Vermilya told about these deaths and 
subsequently answered questions put by a 
reporter for Tum Trisuns, and at the con- 
clusion of the interview said: 

“I am conscience clear and I want the in- 
vestigation to be thorough.”

Fred Lothrop of Subtreasury 
Tries to End Life by Tak- 
ing 1 Acid.

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HAD HANDLED $50,000 000. 


Counting millions of dollars in the United 
States subtreasury office caused mental 
aberration to Fred L. Lothrop, 1834 Larch- 
mont avenue, who last night swallowed car- 
bolic acid at the New Victoria hotel in an at- 
tempt to commit suicide. _ 

He was found lying om the floor by a bell 
boy who heard his groans. The police took 
him to the South Clark street station, where 
Dr. Wall and Dr. Wheelock removed the 
drug from his stomach. It was a weak solu- 
tion and Lothrop soon recovered. 

His wife, to whom he was married only four 
months ago, took him from the station. She 
said she had noticed nothing unusual in his 
manner and was loath to believe he was suf- 
fering from dementia. 


Fears Secret Service Men. 
“Secret service men have been following 
me several days,” Lothrop told Dr. Wall. 
“They are watehing my house, and I can't 
make a move they are not right behind me.“ 
All of which, Dr. Wall says, is a delusion. 
Lothrop has been employed as a money 
counter at the subtreasury for five years. 


$50,000,000. It is the handling of so much 
money, Dr. Wall believes, that has caused 
the delusion from which he {fs suffering. 

“It is the monotony of the work, in my 
opinion, that has attacked his brain,” said 
Dr. Wall. He takes his attempt at suicide 
as a joke. According to his wife he ts not 
a drinking person—in fact, she says, he is a 
total abstainer. 


Rest Might Restore Mind. 

He is suffering mentally and needs expert 
treatment. Rest might restore his menta! 
vigor. But he must quit counting money for 
a while. Money. money, money, that's all he 
can think of. He stands and counts money 
from Monday morning till Saturday night. 
Five years of that kind of work is enough to 
drive anybody insane. 

* Lothrop, I understand, counts bills of 
small denomination—probably ones, twos, 
and fives. Some days he counts 850,000. The 
work requires close application. One's mind 
must be constantly on what he ts doing. 
There is no relaxation. 

** Lothrop is a smart, clean out young man, 
of good habits. There is no trouble between 
him and his wife, and his case appeals strong- 
ly to me. 

“Unless he is watched he may be successful 
if he makes another attempt to end his life. 
With proper treatment I think he will be al! 
right in a few weeks, but I would advise 
against his going back as a money counter.“

The Cook county architect sent all of the 
Chicago newspapers recently some ty pewrit- 
ten “news” regarding his work with the 
following heading: 

“Paul Gerhardt Makes Good.’ 

Although unappreciated as news then 
there ie a clear indication now that he is more 
than making good—as a fee collector. 

No architect on a Chicago public bullding in 
years compares with Paul Gerhardt as a prize 
winner. Politicians turn red with indignation 
or green with envy when they talk about the 
luck of the German architect in getting the 
job of ascertaining whether the buildings of 
the Oak Forest institutions have been erected 
in accordance with plans and specificationa 

These buildings were practically finished 
a year ago, before the present county board 
and its architect took office. At least the 
poor people from Dunning were moved inte 
the buildings last December. 


Good Thing for Gerhardt. 
However, Architect Gerhardt is to receive 
a commission of approximately $30,000 for 
checking up on this construction. The plum 
was thrown into the architect's Het by the 
county board on June 5 last. 
| At that time County Commissioner Carolan 


| referfed to the deal as “ & rotten scheme.” 


Commissioner Nusse later said it was an 
unnecessary duplicate payment—“ an un- 
\ Warranted drain on the taxpayers.” 

It so happens that Holabird & Roche, archi- 
tects with more than a local reputation, were 
employed by the former county board to see 
that the buildings were erected in conformity 
with the plans and specifications. They have 
a contract dated Dec, 12, 1908 

They have received a commission of ap- 
proximately 430,000 for that work. It toon 
them about thirty-three months to earn their 
commission—the period required to construct 
the buildings. Mr. Gerhardt probably will 
earn the same commission in approximately 
five months—~less than one-sixth of the time 
Holabird & Roche required. 

The county architect holds that his compen- 
sation is due when he turns in his report, 
which he has promised within a few days.”

Bartzen Explains Duplication.

Tour committee would therefore recom- 
mend that Mr. Paul Gerhardt. county archi- 
tect, be instructed to examine and check up 
the entire work of the Oak Forest institutions 
and to report to the president of the county 
board his. conclusions at his earliest con- 
venience; that for his services in this behalf 
he be paié the sum equal to 2 per cent of the

Nothing else could be found in the pro- 
ceedings regarding the employment of Mr 
Gerhardt to investigate the construction of 
the Oak Forest instituticns.

Seven ordinances recommended last night 
for passage by the city council constituted 
the foundation for the beginning of actual 
har construction work next spring. 


While none of the measures presented by 
the committee on harbors, wharves, and 
bridges directed a start of operations, Ald. 


Theodore K. Long, chairman of the subcom- 


mittee which drafted then agserted their 
passage would be followed by recommenda- | 


tions for action that could not be made at 
this time. 

Four of the ordinances create the harbor 
districts to be reserved for development. the 
fifth and sixth authorize the creation of the 
harbor commission and the inter-lakes tra ſces 
commission, and the seventh ts a sanitary 
measure prohibiting the dumping of rubbish 
in the harbor areas. 


Long Explains Action. 

“Tf these ordinances ar seed,”’ sald Ald. 
Long, the way is clear or an ordinance 
directing the harbor commission. to carry out 
the definite recommendation of the sub- 
committee for the immediate beginning of 
pier construction in district one—that north 
of the river mouth. 

“The committee could not at this time 
consistently present an ordinance of this 
sort as there has been no legal creation of 
the machinery to carry it out. When the 
commission is established the council can 
direct it to present plans for one or more 
piers north of the river and as soon as their 
plans are presented, the council can pass 
the necessary financing ordinances and the 
work can begin.“ 


How Commission Will Be Made Up. 

The commission ordinance, as presented in 
its final form, provides that it shall be com- 
posed of the ehairman of the council commit- 
tee on harbors.and four persons, one of whom 
shall be an engineer, who shall act as chalr- 
man of the commission, receive a salary of 
$12.000 a year, and be appointed by the mayor. 

The original provision that three of the 
commissioners should be members of the city 


‘council was stricken out at a committee meet- 


ing in the afternoon. That wes the only im- 
portant change made in the report of the 
subcommittee. The members of the inter- 
lakes traffic commision, which is to encourage 
municipal harbor development at other ports 
on the great lakes, will serve without com- 
pensation. 

The date of the next meeting of the coun- 
cll, because of the election a week from to- 
day, was set for Nov. 13, and at that time it 
is ‘probable all of the ordinances. will be 
called up for passage. 


New Pneumatic Tube Ordinance. 

The one debate of the meeting followed the 
calling up of the revised ordinance of the 
Postal Pneumatic Tube company by Chair- 
man Richert of the finance committee. This 
measure was an amendment to the franchise 
of the company, which operates nine miles 
of underground tubes, striking out a provi- 
sion that at its expiration in 1923 the tubes— 
but not the operating plant—shall become 
the property of the city. 


In exchange for this the company offers to 


pay in advance the compensation of $5,000 
a year for the remainder of its term—a sum 
of $65,000 in cash. The amendment also pro- 
vided that in 1923 the city can takeover the 
whole plant and equipment upon a fair ap- 
praisal. 

Ald. Britten, Hyldehk and Capitain put 
several questions to Richert and asked that 
the matter be deferred so the complete ordi- 
nance could be published. but Ald. Long, the 
chief opponent of the ordinance in its orig- 
inal form, did not speak against it, as the 

changes made since its last introduction 
cured the defects he had charged an it. 
It passed by a vote of 39 to 22. 


} 

$15,000 More for Police Inquiry. 

Ald. John Powers was the only man to ques- 
tion the appropriation of a $15,000 additional 
fund for the civil service commission in its 
police investigation. 

There is no need for an investigation of 
the police,“ he asserted, but his associate on 
the west side, Ald. John Brennan, insisted 
just as vigorously there was need of the in- 
quiry, and Powers was the only man to re- 
quest to be recorded No.”

The Chicago bureau of public efficiency 
and the Chicago and Illinois Civil Service Re- 
form associations take two different views 
of the proposed amendments to the municipal 
court statute, to be voted on at the judicial 
election next Tuesday. 

The bureau of public efficiency opposes the 
plan to establish civil service in the Municipal 
court and the scheme to increase the selaries 
of the judges, chief clerk, and chief bailiff. 
The civil service reform associations, how- 
ever, advocate the establishment of civil 


service and boosting the salaries of the judges, 


but oppose increasing the salaries of the chief 
clerk and chief bailiff. The organizations 
issued statements yesterday, outlining their 
stand. A joint statement was issued by the 
civil service reform associations, | 

The bureau of public efficiency opposes the 
amendment establishing civil service because 
hidden in it ls a plan to increase the salaries 
of the judges, according to a statement issued 
by Director Herbert R. Sands. The eity can- 
not stand the added expense, says Mr. Sands. 


Calls Acts “Salary Boosters.” 

The title of the acts which will appear on 
the ballot do not fully indicate their con- 
tents, says Mr. Sands’ statement. Both are 
salary boosting measures. Their main pur- 
pose is concealed as much as possible, . 

It may be well to ask where the money 
for these additional salary expenditures is 
to come from? Mr. Sands goes on. It is 
the city treasury, the revenues of which can- 
not be increased, that must bear the burden. 
The city is without adequate funds now for 
the satisfactory performance of all its func-. 
tions. Both acts should be defeated.“ 

The probable increases in salaries under 
the amended act would be $125,660. The 
amount of the possible increases would be 
$165,700, according to Mr. Sands. 


Merit Bodies Give Statement. 

In commenting upon the two propositions 
‘the civil service reform associations in a 
statement say: 7 
“While we condemn the motive and 
method of the legislature in this matter, we 
feel that there is considerable strength in 
the arguments in favor of increasing the 


salaries of the judges, and that, at any rate, 


the gain for the cause of the merit system 
to be derived from the civil service provision 
in question is so distinct as to make the 
adoption of the act desirable. We recom- 
mend that the voters of Chicago mark their 
ballots for this act. 

The second of these two acts provides for 
a few changes in the procedure of the Munici- 
pal court and for heavy increases in the 
salaries of the chief clerk and the chief 
balliff. These increases are so indefensible 
that we recommend the rejection of this 
second act.“

President Taft beamed upon the interna- 
tional dairy show at Dexter pavilion yester- 
day morning. praised the exhibit of cultured 
kine and asserted that only by use of more 
scientific methods in agriculture will the 
farmers be able to feed the increased popula- 
tion of the nation fifty years hence. . 


Urges Intensive Agriculture. 

The president reached Dexter pavilion at 10 
o’clock and was greeted by H. E. Van Nor- 
man, president of the show, and a committee 
of its officers, Mr. Van Norman introduced 
the president, who said in part: 

“The food problem in the United States 
may in the near future become a serious one, 
We have been in the habit of figuring that we 
have so much land and such good land that 
there never could comea time when we would 
have more people than we could feed. The 
last census statistics indicate otherwise. 

Only about 150,000,000 acres more are ca- 
pable of tillage either by irrigation, reclama- 
tion, or drainage. In order to increase our 
food supply to meet. the growth of the pop- 
ulation, which in fifty years is likely to be 
200,000,000, we are obliged to resort to those 
methods that involve greater scientific know!l- 
edge.”

Prominent Visitors Take Refuge 
from Blast Near Pittsburgh. 


FLAMES LEAP OUT FAR. 


Who Watch Blowup. 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Oct. 30.—[Special.]—Secre- 
tary of the Interior Walter Fisher, Fs 
gressman Nicholas Longworth, Mrs. 
worth, and 1,500 other notables today dodged 
to the ground during a terrific explosion at 
the experimental mine of the national bureau 
of mines. The explosion—an intentional one— 
was given for the benefit of the visitors to the 
national mine safety demonstrations and the 
centennial of steamboat navigation on west- 
ern rivers. - 0 N 

The explosion was so terrible, so much worse 
than expected, that even old and seasoned 
miners tried to take shelter with the visitors 
behind fence posts, trees, and other slender 
obstructions. 

The explosion was used to demonstrate the 
effect of an explosion of coal dust caused by 
a blowout of black powder. Two pounds of 
coal dust was deposited for each square foot 
of mine surface, the surface exploded being 
1,500 square feet. 


First Two Attempts Fail. 

Two attempts to explode the shot failed, but 
when the operator threw the switch the third 
time a rumblhng was heard from back in the 
mine, which increased in volume until an 
inferno of flame and terrific detonations 
burst from the mouth and great waves of 
burning, exploding coal dust and smoke shot 
up in the afr, lighting the heavens for miles 
around. 

Miners, mine experts, and spectators hurled 
themselves to the ground or sought phelter 
behind the most slender objects, some even 
crawling under wheelbarrows. 

As soon as the flames quit belching from the 
mine mouth miners and spectators rushed 
to the mine and found the interior had been 
wrecked. It was stated that the explosion 
had one-tenth of the force of the explosion 
in one of the mines at Marrianna, Pa., in 
which hundreds of lives were lost. 


Some Who Saw Explosion. 

Among those who eaw the explosion were 
Gov. John K. Tener of Pennsylvania, Con- 
gressman Martin M. Fox of Illinois, Rich- 
ard Newsam, owner of the Kingston mines, 
Kingston, III., one of the best known figures 
in the mining industry of thf country: L. R. 
‘Tolmie of Victoria, B. C., minister of mines 
of that province; Sefior M. D. Epulligay of 
Paris, representing the French government; 
party of four Japanese and scores of prest- 
dents and engineers of coal mines from vari- 
ous states.

New York, Oct. 30.—[Special.]—With a con- 
siderable measure of uniformity, prices on the 
stock exchange today showed well sustained 
firmness with a sufficient forward movement 
to result in fair net gains in the majority of 
stocks. 

The course of United States Steel was 
watched with pecullar interest because of last 
week's developments. Its movement today, 
which marked a further recovery from last 
week’s depression, seemed to indicate that 
the corporation's stockholders were disposed 
to give heed to the advice of the corpora- 
tion’s chairman to remain calm in the face of 
the government's suit for the company's dis- 
solution. 

At all events there was no pressure upon the 
stock today which was not readily offset by 
the demand for it, and the stock closed witha 
substantial gain for the day, 3% points above 
the low figure of last Friday. 


Renew Loans in Germany. 


Many of the loans which were made to the Euro- 
pean markets, particularly to Germany, at the close 
of September at the high rates then prevailing are 
being renewed at lower rates of interest or the pro- 
ceeds of the payments of these loans are being de- 
yoted to other employment abroad. 

Monetary conditions in Europe have ensed mate- 
rially within the last thirty days, but rates still ob- 
tainable there are above those which can be réalized 
in this market, and as a result by far the larger 
part of the funds placed at Europe’s disposal] in 
September are being left on the other side.

That, however, will depend among other 
factors upon the course of the French money mar- 
ket, a distinct easing in which, as a result of the 
expected Morocco settlement or from other causes, 
might lower rates sufficiently in the general Euro- 
pean market to send home to this market a good 
deal of the money which oe are now employing 
abroad. 

Bankers hardly expect this outcome, however, in 
the absence of the development of some unexpected 
demand at home sufficient to raise New York rates 
substantially above their present level.
